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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment and drawings filed on 
11/30/2009. Claim 11 has been canceled without prejudice. Claim(s) 1,2, 5-10 and 12- 
13 have been amended. Claim(s) 1-10 and 12-13 are pending and an action on the 
merits is as follows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 and 12-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to 
claims 1, 9 and 13. None of the cited prior art references, taken alone or in combination 
with other references, discloses, teach or fairly suggest a direction obtainment unit 
operable to obtain two or more first access direction types which indicate positions of 
the semiconductor memory card with respect to the reader/writer; a condition 
management unit operable to previously hold and manage an access condition 
including two or more second access directions types; a condition judgment unit 
operable to compare the two or more first access direction types obtained by said 
direction obtainment unit with the two or more second access direction types included in 
the access condition held in said condition management unit, and to judge whether or 
not the first and second access direction types match each other; and an execution unit 
operable to execute a predetermined application program when said condition judgment 
unit judges that the first and the second access direction types match each other. 
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The best prior art of record Kreft (US Patent 6, 398, 116) discloses a memory 
card having at least two coil arrangements for contact-free transmission of data and/or 
energy as well as, potentially, transmission of data and/or energy with contacts to a 
write/read device , whereby one or more of the coils of the first coil arrangement are 
coils for the near and one or more of the coils of the second coil arrangement are coils 
for the far range, with an electronics that is connected to the coil arrangements and, 
potentially, to the contacts and that distinguishes between the different coil 
arrangements according to different physical features such as energy differences 
(Column 3, lines 23-36). 

However, Kreft fails to disclose a condition management unit operable to 
previously hold and manage an access condition including two or more second access 
directions types; a condition judgment unit operable to compare the two or more first 
access direction types obtained by said direction obtainment unit with the two or more 
second access direction types included in the access condition held in said condition 
management unit, and to judge whether or not the first and second access direction 
types match each other; and an execution unit operable to execute a predetermined 
application program when said condition judgment unit judges that the first and the 
second access direction types match each other. 

These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention 
were not shown by the prior art. 

In regards to claim 10: None of the cited prior art references, taken alone or in 
combination with other references, discloses, teach or fairly suggest a method of 
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providing a service by a system including a semiconductor memory card which performs 
contactless communication with a reader/writer, and a server connected to the 
reader/writer via a network, the method comprising: obtaining two or more first access 
direction types which indicate positions of the semiconductor memory card with respect 
to the reader/writer; comparing the two or more first access direction types obtained 
with two or more of second access direction types previously held in a storing unit, and 
judging whether or not the first and second access direction types match each other; 
and executing a predetermined application program when it is judged , that the first and 
second access direction types match each other. 

The best prior art of record Kreft (US Patent 6, 398, 116) discloses a memory 
card having at least two coil arrangements for contact-free transmission of data and/or 
energy as well as, potentially, transmission of data and/or energy with contacts to a 
write/read device, whereby one or more of the coils of the first coil arrangement are 
coils for the near and one or more of the coils of the second coil arrangement are coils 
for the far range, with an electronics that is connected to the coil arrangements and, 
potentially, to the contacts and that distinguishes between the different coil 
arrangements according to different physical features such as energy differences 
(Column 3, lines 23-36).

These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention 
were not shown by the prior art.
